Amend all the independent claims to better define that the abnormal change in the state of the 
working machine includes an abnormality detected by a sensor including at least one of an 
abnormal change in working oil temperature, an abnormal change in working oil pressure, an 
abnormal change in engine water temperature, an abnormal change in engine oil pressure, an 
abnormal change in battery charging and an abnormal change in battery voltage
